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The  public  seems  to  be  under  the  impression  that 
large  chrysanthemum  blooms  as  seen  in  florists’ 
windows,  can  not  be  grown  by  the  average  indi¬ 
vidual.  How  that  idea  became  wide-spread  I  do  not 
know,  and  I  do  not  wish  to  convey  the  impression 
that  without  proper  attention  such  blooms  can  be 
produced  in  the  open  garden  with  the  “finish”  of 
hothouse  ones.  I  DO  know  I  have  grown  them  here 
in  the  open  fully  as  large  as  the  average  florist 
bloom  (have  grown  some  as  large  as  my  head),  and 
with  a  finish  nearly  as  fine  as  those  grown  under 
glass.  This  I  did  by  following  simple  cultural  direc¬ 
tions,  a  set  of  which  will  be  enclosed  with  each  lot 
of  plants.  You — or  anyone,  can  do  as  well,  although 
the  beginner  will  have  better  luck  with  earlier  ma¬ 
turing  varieties,  despite  the  fact  that  even  larger 
and  handsomer  blooms  are  to  be  had  from  mid-seg- 
son  and  later  varieties.  The  mid-season  varieties 
would  require  to  be  lifted  and  placed  indoors,  or 
some  cover  erected  over  them  to  protect  from  frost. 
The  later  varieties  would  require  a  hothouse. 

Having  grown  them  here  for  a  number  of  years 
as  a  hobby,  and  having  acquired  what  the  writer 
believes  to  be  the  largest  and  best  private  collec¬ 
tion  of  exhibition  and  large-flowering  varieties  in 
the  southeast,  it  has  occurred  to  me  to  dispose  of 
my  surplus  plants  each  spring  at  popular  prices  to 
H  hose  who  would  like  to  grow  the  queen  of  fall 
flowers,  but  who  have  been  deterred  from  doing  so, 
either  by  prices  asked  for  better  varieties  or  the  be¬ 
lief  that  large  blooms  could  not  be  obtained  by  an 
amateur. 

With  this  explanation  I  am  offering  the  following 
varieties  with  a  short  description  of  each.  The 
prices  asked  are  very  cheap  considering  the  varieties 
listed,  and  the  fact  that  prices  quoted  are  DELIV¬ 
ERED  prices.  Each  variety  listed  has  bloomed  for 
me  here  in  my  own  garden  and  given  a  good  ac¬ 
count  of  itself — otherwise  I  would  not  have  listed 
it,  as  I  have  over  200  diferent  varieties  in  my  gar¬ 
den.

A  per¬ 
fect  incurved  pure  white  bloom  of  large  size  and 
quite  globular.  A  standard  midseason  variety. 

MAUDE  ROBINSON — Blooms  Nov.  15th.  Orchid 
color,  with  reverse  of  petals  silver;  incurved.  An 
old  standard  variety. 

GOLDEN  KING — Blooms  Nov.  20th.  Large 
bright  yellow  bloom  with  same  shade  as  SUNBEAM; 
excellent  stem  and  foliage;  matures  right  for 
Thanksgiving. 

THANKSGIVING  GLORY— Blooms  Nov.  25th. 
A  very  full  incurved  flower  with  petal  arrangement 
somewhat,  irregular;  clear  white  with  slight  creamy 
tint;  semi-dwarf  in  growth;  bud  Sept.  20th. 

HARVARD — Blooms  nov.  25th.  A  very  attrac¬ 
tive  grand  bloom  of  Japanese  reflexed  form,  coming 
just  right  for  Thanksgiving  games;  erect  stiff  stems, 
and  a  fool  proof  variety;  double  from  any  bud. 
\erv  dark  velvety  red — a  perfect  “Harvard”  shade 

EDW.  SEIDEWITZ— Blooms  Nov.  25th.  A  late 
varietv  of  perfect  incurved  form;  clear  brilliant 
pinkish  lavender. 

DECEMBER  GLORY — Blooms  Dec.  1st  from 
Sept.  30th  bud.  An  excellent  pure  white  late  com¬ 
mercial  variety;  petals  incurve  perfectly;  fine  stem 
and  foliage. 

WHITE  MISTLETOE— Blooms  Dec.  15th.  The 
standard  late  white  ’mum,  largely  grown  commer¬ 
cially  for  the  Christmas  trade. 

YELLOW  MISTLETOE — The  yellow  sport  of  the 
above — identical  in  other  respects. 

PINK  MISTLETOE — The  pink  sport  of  the  MIS¬ 
TLETOE — identical  in  other  respects.
